GRANITE CITY — Begin- 
ning Oct. 1, the city will be 
sending bills for all false 
alarms answered by. the 
Police Department 































This includes direct alarms, 
eall-in alarms and outside 
audible alarr It applies to 
both businesses and_ resi- 
dences. Automobile and truck j 
alarms are exempt. 






Under the present city ordi- 
nance, in effect since 1977, all 
alarm owners are allowed one 
free false alarm a calender 
year. All false alarms after 
that cost $10 for any month in 
which one or more false 
alarms occurs. 





“We've sent out letters to 
all the owners of alarms that 
come directly to the depart- 
ment,’’ Sgt. David Polivick 
said. ‘We want to get the 
word out in order to give peo- 
ple time to prepare, to train 
their employees, and then on 
Oct. 1 start charging.” 











Police have answered more 
than 960 false alarms since 
January, he said.

Fewer people looking for jobs 


Part of the reason so many 
businesses are having a hard 
time finding workers is that 
there are fewer people looking 
for work.
